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1. Each camping group shall register at the control station to the campground or with the patrolman for each night's camping. 
2. One camping group - one table - one grill - one fee - one camping unit per campsite. One small additional tent and one dining fly also permitted per site. 


3. One camping group shall be permitted to occupy one campsite in the family campground. A camping group may consist of as many as six persons 
not necessarily related. 


4. Campsites are available on a first-come, first-serve basis. First-come, first-serve campers are permitted to register for one site only. Reservations 
are available. 


5. One responsible individual 18 years or older is required to register personally for his/her group or family with the Deparment's representative 
at the site. Campers under 18 years of age must be accompanied by an adult or obtain prior special permission from the Deparment's represen- 
tative on the site, with the exception of Indiana Dunes and Clifty Falls State Parks where one person must be at least 21 years old. 


6. It shall be unlawful to locate any camp, tent, trailer, truck camper, van or motor home at any place except as specifically provided, designated 
or assigned. It shall be unlawful to leave any camp, tent, trailer, truck camper, van or motor home at any designated or assigned place for a longer 
period of time than specified. It shall be unlawful to sleep in, or occupy between the hours of 11:00 p.m. until 6:00 a.m. any camp, tent, trailer, 
truck camper, van or motor home or other vehicle in any area other than those specifically designated or assigned, except as authorized by written 
permit from the Department or its authorized representative. 


7. Horses will be allowed in the Horsemen's Campground. Horses will not be permitted in the family campgrounds. 
8. The camping fee, to be paid in advance, shall entitle the group to occupy one campsite for one overnight period. 


9. Campground occupany is limited to a period not to exceed fourteen (14) consecutive days. At the end of any camping period, the camping group 
must completely vacate the property with all of their equipment, for a minimum period of 48 hours. Failure to comply will result in impoundment 
of equipment and disposal as outlined in 310 1AC 5-1-6, Section 6, paragraph 1. (Motor vehicles, boats, trailers, and camping equipment left 
in violation of rules and regulations, shall be removed to a place of safe storage until such time as the known owner has been informed by certified- 
restricted delivery mail of the impoundment and remitted to the Department a $20.00 impoundment fee and a $5.00 per day storage charge. Equipment 
left in storage over 30 days after notification will be considered abandoned and disposed of at public sale. Unregistered equipment, whose owner 
cannot be determined and notified will be kept in storage for 90 days before being considered abondened and disposed of at public sale.) (310 
1AC 5-1-10 paragraph i) 


10. Leasing or subleasing of campsites or personally-owned equipment on a site is prohibited. (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph k) 


11. The washing of dishes or pets at drinking fountains, lavatories, or laundry tubs is prohibited. Dish water must be disposed of through proper 
sanitary facilities; it must not be discharged on the ground. The washing of automobiles or boats in the camping area is prohibited. 


12. It shall be unlawful to possess any kind of fireworks at all times in the camping area (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph m) 


13. Quiet hours will be observed from 11:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m. (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph n) No one will be allowed to enter the campground after 
midnight to register for camping or to set up camp. 


14. Dogs, cats, or other pets must be kept on a leash or caged and must be attended at all times. (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph o) 
15. All refuse and garbage is to be placed in receptacles provided for that purpose. (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph q) 


16. All firearms, BB guns, air guns, bows and arrows, CO, guns, or spear guns must be unloaded or unstrung and stored in a case or locked in a 
vehicle when using campgrounds on Department of Natural Resources properties. 


17. In controlled campgrounds, only one mode of motorized transportation shall be allowed per campsite; except there may be on the site one per 
person of the following: licensed minibike, moped, or any small licensed motorcycle under 100 cc (310 1AC 5-1-10 paragraph r). Property roads 
are state roads and all state laws are in effect. at

| 18. In controlled campgrounds, one motorcycle in excess of 100 cc will be permitted per site if it is the mode of transportation. 
19. Check-out time shall be 2:00 p.m. Monday through Saturday and 5:00 p.m. on Sundays and holidays. (310 LAC 5-1-10 paragraph s) 


20. It shall be unlawful to build a fire at any place except in designated public use areas, provided by the Department after that purpose. Fires shall 
be entirely extinguished immediately after use. Lighted matches, cigarettes, cigars, or other articles afire shall be thoroughly extinguished before 
being discarded. The Department or its authorized representitive may prohibit all fires in any area when deemed necessary for protection of pro- 
perty. (310 LAC 5-1-7 paragraph a) 


21. One site change per customer is permitted if sites are available. 
22. Campers may request a specific site if that site is available. However, campsites will be assigned at the control station by the campground attendants. 
23. The pink receipt (DNR #6) must be retained by the camper as his/her pass through the main property gate and family campground gate. Only 


those vehicles with valid pink slips (DNR #6) will be permitted to enter the campground. All visitors to a campsite must park in a designted area 
outside the campground and walk to the campsite. Property managers will use proper discretion allowing the elderly and disabled to drive into 


the campground. 
24. Refunds will be given only in unusual circumstances such as prolonged loss of utility services in the camping area, serious illness, or accident. 
~ Rain, cold, or inclement weather is not a valid reason to make a refund. Contact the property manager. 
` 25. In State Parks and Fish & Wildlife areas the collection of firewood is prohibited.
